Poison in Ice Cream. 

Reasons (liven by Physicians for 
Its 



Medical men gerally.we believe, 
regard ice cream as one ol the 
least harmlul torms of sweet food. 
Invalids are permitted by their 
physicians to eat it when every 
other sort of sweet is absolutely 
proscribed; and, in health, there is 
probably no other kind of refec- 
tion more popular, particularly in 
the summer. 

It is an unquestionable fact, 
however, that serious and even 
fatal cases of poisoning occur al- 
most every season from eating ice 
cream. On a recent Sunday, for 
example, in Syracuse, N. Y-, fifty 
children were made dangerously 
ill as the result of eating ice cream 
which was sold on the streets by 
an itinerant vender. None of 
them died, but their escape from 
death in several iustances is at- 
tributed to the small quantity in 
which the ice cream was sold to 
each customer. There was a sus 
picion that the late Judge Ehrlich 
died from the same cause. • 

There are two ways in which 
physicians endeavor to account for 
the occasionally poisonous effects 
of ice cream: One is the presence 
in the compound of some distinct 
poison, used to color or to flavor 
the ice cream; the other is the de- 
velopment in the cream or milk of 
a peculiar chemical substance be- 
longing to the clasa of poisons 
known as ptomaines. These re 
semble in character the peculiar 
•poisons developed in dead bodies 
in the process of decay. 

In almost every instance of ex- 
tensive poisoning by ice cream, 
controversy has arisen aa to 
whether the deleterious effects 
were due to these ptomaines, de- 
veloped after the compound was 
prepared out of wholesome male 
rials, or to noxious coloring mat 
ters or flavors, the ptomaine theory 
being adopted by the person re 
insible for making and selling 
ice cream, and the independ- 
poison theory by the people 
a have been made ill.

or restricting the spread 
of the disease. 

Diphtheria is both contagious 
and infectious, attacking persons 
of all ages, but affecting children 
much more frequently than 
It may be commur.ioo.sed fr< 
sick to the well directly, or by 
means of persons, clothing, toys, 
pet animals or other things infected 
by the sick or sick room, and es- 
pecially by cups or other articles 

sometimes seeming to originate 
spontaneously in the presence of 
bad sanitary surroundings, and cer- 
tainly spreading more rapidly and 
being most fatal in such localities. 

Diphtheria is a preventable dis- 
ease. Proper preventive measures 
are almost invariably followed by 
the limitation of the disease to the 
first case or cases. When it gets 
away from the primary cases and 
makes its escape upon the com- 
munity, somebody is to blame. 
The sooner we accept this as a 
sanitary maxim the sooner we shall 
begin to do our duties as individu- 
als and as communities. 

s soon as it is known that a per 
has diphtheria he should im- 
mediately be separated from the 
rest of the family, and put into a 
sunny, well ventilated and plainly 
furnished room, preferably on the 
upper floor, and as disconnected 
as possible from other rooms, es- 
pecially the living and sleeping 
rooms of children.
